REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 
Beloved Brethren of the English Synod of the Northwest : 

We meet in a historic congregation. St. John’s, Minne- 
apolis, named for St. John’s, Philadelphia, the oldest Eng- 
lish Lutheran congregation in the world, is the pioneer 
English church of our faith inthe Northwest. Gathered in 
1883 by Rev. Dr. Trabert, housed, until recently, in the 
old frame church at 8th Ave. S. and 5th St., and trans- 
ferred in 1895 from the (Swedish) Augustana Synod to this 
Synod, St. John’s welcomes Synod as heartily to its new 
house of worship as, in 1888, it welcomed the General 
Council to its old home. | 

How strangely the current of men’s thoughts has been 
changed since our last Annual Meeting. The cry of 


“GOLD” 


in Alaska. firat threw the whole land into a ferment 


of excitement, and, while it threatened to lure our people 
into materialism, affecting both for good and ill, the cities 
of Washington, that cry has been drowned in the harsher 
cry of | 

“WAR.” 


Our beloved land, as the natural protector of the op- 
pressed nations of the Western Hemisphere, has undertaken 
to rescue Cuba from the cruel toils of most Catholic and 
most bloody Spain. Some of our own youths have enlisted 
in this crusade for humanity and for Christian civilization. 
For them and for all who are subject, not alone to the phy- 
sical perils of the climate and the battle field, but much 


‘more to the spiritual perils incident to camps and ships, we 


pray that our Heavenly Father may deal graciously with 
them. “May our people remember soldier and sailor in 
their prayers, in helpful letters and constant supplies of 
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Christian literature, and in such ministries bf love as their 
situation admits. 

And may the God of our fathers, who gave us a Wash- 
ington in ’76 and a Lincoln in ’61, grant wisdom to our 
rulers, courage to our warriors, an exalted sense of our 
national mission, and a speedy and honorable issue of the 
war thrust on us. | 

During the continuance of the strife, we should see to it, 


that the war bulletins do not crowd out the Scripture from 


the home or the Gospel from the pulpit, and after the strife 
has ended, that the most vigorous efforts be made to coun- 
teract the spiritual depression which always follows a period 
of great excitement, large expenditure of money, and the 
hero worship incident to martial times. 

The past synodical year witnessed three 


CHURCH DEDICATIONS. 


St. Paul’s, Red Wing, became straightened for room, 


and an addition, 25 x 36 feet, with a chancel recess of eight 
feet, was made, and the ceiling of the old building raised 
several feet. On Nov. 28, 1897, I dedicated the church, 
the brethren Zuber and Ramsey preaching in the evening. 
The improvements cost about $1,500. | 
Feb. 20, 1898, the new St. John’s, at 17th St. dnd 
Chicago Ave., Minneapolis, was dedicated by the pastor, 
Rev. A. Ramsey, the President of the Synod preaching the 
sermon. Writes Rev. Prof. E. G. Lund: ‘The new 
building is early English in style, with an abbey tower. 
‘The front is of red brick and Lake Superior red sandstone. 
Main floor, lecture room and gallery provide 425 sittings. 
The chancel is polygonal, 21 feet wide and deep. An 
arched recess to the right of the chancel holds an excellent 


pipe organ, and a corresponding recess to the left, with its 


_ marble font, constitutes the baptistry. The windows, of 
opalescent and Meridian glass, are models of beauty, the 
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large one in front and the rose window over the altar being 
particularly rich and attractive. Allin all, the new chapel 
is a complete.and churchly structure,.a credit to English 
Lutheranism in this metropolis of the Northwest.”” 

Cost $7,000. A week of evening services followed the 
dedication. 


ZION CHURCH, AT ear 
Oregon, Rev. L. Grey, pastor, was dedicated April 17, 
1898, by Rev. M. L. Zweizig, of Portland, Oregon, acting 


under appointment by me. Rev. J. F. Beates, preached 


the sermon. Bro. Zweizig writes: ‘‘ The edifice (56 x 34 
feet, with a steeple) is a mixed Gothic and Romanesque 
structure throughout. It cost about $4,000, and will com- 
fortably seat 200 persons. It is a monument to the self- 
sacrificing energy of the.pastor and people.’”’ 

The installation of the pastor followed next day, Rev. 
A. C. Anda, of Tacoma, and Rev. J. A. Edlund, of sata 


also took part in the services. 


On May 22, 1898, the Church of the Redeemer, Mil- 
waukee, was reopened after the expenditure of over $400 
in frescoing and freshening up the interior, and adorning 


the chancel with reredos and altar vestments. 


FOUR NEW PASTORS 


will be added to our roll this year.. Rev. G. H. Trabert, 
D. D., the ‘‘ Pioneer English Missionary of the Northwest,’’ 
returned to this field Dec. 1, 1897, as pastor of Salem. 
Bro. Ramsey performed the act of installation, Sunday, 
Dec. 19. We welcome Dr. Trabert most heartily. ; 
- The other three new pastors to be made such ‘at this 
meeting, Messrs. Boulton, Holl, and E. A. Trabert, all 
graduates of the Chicago Theological Seminary, take up 


- new work in the Synod. Mr. Boulton has returned to St. 


Luke’s, Goodhue ; Mr. Holl goes to Sherman Co., Oregon, 
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near The Dalles; and Mr. E. A. Trabert is laboring at 
La Crosse. | 

Rev. Messrs. Beates and Guus have canvassed Sherman 
County and obtained signatures, ensuring a modest support 
fora single man. May other counties, in Oregon, and in 
other Northwestern states, be induced to make room for yet 
other men. The signers of this subscription paper are 
Germans and Scandinavians, with many intermarriages be- 
tween the nationalities. 


SYNODICAL MISSIONS. 


‘By the generosity of two coras among us, your Exec- 
utive Committee was enabled to occupy the second and the 
fourth city in Wisconsin. Student C. K. Lippard held his 
_ first service in Racine, a city of nearly 30,000 souls, in the 
Y. M. C. A. parlors, on Sunday morning, May 29. Good 
audiences.and a.Sunday-school of 38 encourage his heart 
and ours. Mr. Trabert’s first services, (morning and eve- 
ning) in Lienlokken’s Hall, La Crosse, on Whitsunday, 


June 5, proved that there, too, the field is ripe. La Crosse 


has 35,000 souls, and is midway between Milwaukee and 
the Twin Cities. 

We have now entered upon a new ae: in our synod- 
ical history. It will be necessary for us to establish some 
rules and to make some arrangements with reference to 
these and future missions. I suggest a few: 

1. That the missionaries be under the pastoral over- 


sight of the President, and be meter to communicate | 


freely and frequently with him. 

2. That.the Executive Committee, as the proper Mis- 
sionary Committee of the Synod, be authorized to create 
sub-committees, or to make use of the Conferences in the 
management and supply of mission points. 

3. That quarterly reports, similar to those of the Gen- 
eral Council missionaries, be required of our missionaries. 
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4. That the books of worship of the General Council 
and its Sunday-school literature be used in all our missions. 

5. And that both the constitutions adopted and all sub- 
sequent amendments and alterations be ata reported 
to Synod. 

Our synodical strength will be further aninnaiial by 
the restoration of 


MEMORIAL CHURCH, ST. PAUL, 


which, with its pastor, has rested under suspension since 
1893 for having received into fellowship a man excommuni- 
cated by the First Swedish Lutheran Church of St. Paul. 
A communication from the Church Council of Memorial 
Church sets forth that said brother has been fully reinstated 
in his own proper church, and granted a letter of honorable © 


_ dismissal, and that on the basis of said letter, he has been: 


formally received into communion with Memorial Church. 
In view of this the removal of the suspension is asked for. 
This request Synod will joyfully honor, having ever had 
in view only the establishment of the principle that the off- 
cial acts of sister churches are to be accorded due respect. 


OFFICIAL VISITS 


could be made in but few cases. Besides the two churches 
whose dedications I attended, I was able to visit but two 
other churches: St. Luke’s, Goodhue, and St. John’s, 
Duluth, (Feb. 22). This is unfortunate, but, perhaps, un- 
avoidable. In some measure it is atoned for by an exten- 
sive correspondence with the pastors; but, though this 
brings information to the President, and enables him to 
exercise a measure of oversight among the clergy, it does 


- not quicken that consciousness of connection with the Synod 


which needs to be quickened in all parts of our body. As 
a rule our people do not realize their position. They know 


something of the ‘‘foreign’’ Synods with which. they or 
their parents may have been connected, and of , movements. 
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_ in those bodies, for which they are not at present respon- 
sible, while they are often profoundly ignorant, and conse- 
quently profoundly indifferent, about matters connected 
with their own Synod, and movements concerning which 
they are directly responsible. They understand and love 
their local church and local pastor. But they do not look 
long and earnestly enough at their sister synodical churches 
in the neighboring city or state, or realize their relation to 
the great loss of English and General Council Lutherans. 
This acts injuriously on our general work and 3-2 our 
energies as a Synod. 


One remedy for this state of aftnite, is for pastors and 


lay delegates, on their return from an annual meeting, to 
make full statements of the Synod’s doings. Another is 
for the pastors to cull from the ‘‘ Budget’’ material of 


interest and to bring this and all matters pertaining to our 


synodical territory, as it appears in our church press, to 
the attention of the Luther League and other societies in the 
congregation: In a word, while we labor diligently, in and 
_ for our parishes, let us not allow our people to forget the 
larger units—the Synod and the Council, and the great 
works of education, missions (foreign, home, synodical, 
local) and mercy. 

Objections may often be made that we ‘cannot afford 
to send so much money out of the parish’’ as is implied in 


the collections asked of us. This objection is not always 


made by stingy people, but it always betrays a lack of 
knowledge and of faith. A blessing comes in at the same 
door at which our contributions issue forth. And it is es- 
sential to the life of our churches and to their future use- 
fulness as fosterers of other churches on this missionary 
territory, that we should begin early and keep cx steadily 
cultivating the outward as well as the inward look. 


THE PRESIDENT’S CORRESPONDENCE 
has this year been unusually heavy, as never before have 
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so many weighty and delicate questions called for careful 
and extended treatment. But, by the good hand of our 
God upon us, many perils have been averted and many new 
movements have been begun. | 


THE HOME MISSION BOARD 


of the General Council will soon be in a position to reduce 
considerably the six months arrearages in the salary of its 
_ missionaries. And I am encouraged to hope that the 


MISSIONARY SUPERINTEN DENT, 


Rev. J. E. Whitteker, will, in the fall, visit the Council 
Missions. There is a cry from one-end of our territory to 
the other for such visitation. It is needed not alone for 
council and admonition, but also for the information of the 
Board and its agent, and for the cheering of the missions 
and their pastors. The lack of all this has wrought harm 
in the past and has hindered the proper development of our 
field. Meanwhile : 


INFORMA TION 


concerning our work and wants has been spread through 
the church by the generous editors of /he Lutheran, who 
have given place to the renewed ‘‘ Notes from the North- 
west,’” by Dr. Trabert, ‘‘W. K. F.’s Milwaukee Notes,’’ 
and occasional correspondence from Seattle, and other 
points. he Lutheran has spoken brave and helpful words 
editorially concerning this ‘‘ Benjamin of General Council 
Synods.’’ 


THE STATE OF OUR CHURCHES 


is highly encouraging. There is progress in nearly every 
church. The churches that have been built, enlarged or 
beautified have felt the quickening influence of the improve- 
ments. St. Paul’s, Red Wing, surprises us by its rapid 
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growth; St. James, St. Paul, has leaped in a year from 
eleven to forty-six communicants, and astonished itself by 
paying its rent and the pastor’s salary with comparatively 
small outside aid. St. John’s, Duluth, never had a brighter 
outlook. The only worry here is some outstanding parson- 


age tax, and, in Fargo, an unjust retroactive tax running 


back to 1890, concerning which the decision of the courts 
has been invoked. Nevertheless this year at Fargo—the 
year following the synodical meeting—has been a year of 
steady growth. Trinity, St. Paul, is slowly reducing its 
liabilities, and Holy Trinity, Seattle, has, through the heroic 
efforts and sacrifice of its pastor, made the first payment 
on the principal of its mortgage. - 

The churches at Milwaukee, Duluth, Seattle and ope 
land, are engaged, through the so-called ‘‘ bond plan,’’ 
paying off the principal of their heavy obligations, with Boe 
generous aid of a constant western friend of western mis- 
sions, and of the eastern brethren who have been moved to 
invest in our bonds. In getting this ‘‘ plan’’ into action 
our Brother Bohn has journeyed from here to Portland, and 
again on two occasions from here to Philadelphia. 

_ The last word from The Dalles is, confirmed, 15; re- 
ceived, 2. At Salt Lake City there is a brightening up of 
things. It is plain, that, while the ‘‘ foreign’’ work may 
fluctuate and languish, permanent good is to be hoped 
for only through our English church. That is the work 
that is going to tell in the long future. ‘Bro. Sweinsberg 
is enabled also to co-operate in union Lutheran meetings in 


the Utah cities. Bro. Anda is doing a noble work at The 
Smelter, seven miles out from Tacoma. He and Bro. 


Beates unite in holding monthly public conferences on 
living church topics with their people. Salem, Minneapolis, 
has entered on a new lease of usefulness. There is, in 
general, no relaxing of effort on the part of the pastors, 
nor any signs of exhaustion in our material. On the con- 
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trary, doors are opening on every side and in every state 
in which we have churches. 


At The Dalles dedication there was a gathering of west- 


ern clergy, and a constitution for a Western Conference 


was prepared to be submitted to Synod by Rev. J. F. Beates, 
chairman‘of the preliminary convention. 


‘THE GREETINGS | 


of this body were sent to the Ministerium of Pennsylvania, 
on the occasion of its Sesqui-Centennial celebration in Phila- 
delphia two weeks ago. This Mother Synod has ever furn- 
ished the bulk of the funds by which the missions within 
our bounds have been sustained. 


THE LUTHER LEAGUE. 


It is proposed to discontinue our Synodical Luther 
League. Let it not be forgotten, that, nevertheless, the 
Luther Leagues of our church are primarily part of the 
local churches, and thereby of our own Synod; and that; 
if they are to be of any value, they must ever look more 
intensely and interestedly on the congregational and synod- 
ical work and field than on any local, district, state or 
national League. | | 

The interesting record of the past year might be con- 
tinued at greater length. Enough has been given to fill 
our hearts with gratitude and courage.

Articles III and IV are plainly in conflict with the con- 
stitution of Synod inasmuch as they admit ministers and par- 
ishes to the Conference who are not members of this body. 

_. Article V, Section 4, is synodical in character, although 
it may be admissable under the peculiar circumstances, the 
remoteness of the Conference from the main body of the 


Synod. 


Article VI, Section 4, with respect to a quorum, seems 
to make the number too small under existing circumstances. 

Article 1X is decidedly synodical in character. Article 
X, Section 4, is synodical, and would prevent the installa- 
tion of a pastor called from another part of the Synod until 
formally received into the Conference. Section 5 is synod- 
ical. Can a Conference President dismiss a minister to a 
Synod? Can the President of Synod dismiss a’minister to 
another Synod who is not a member of this body, though a 


. member of the Conference? 
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Article XII. No appeal to the Synod is provided for 
by a minister, congregation or layman under discipline. — 

In Article XIII, on amendments, a provision should be 
added, that the Synod approve such amendments.

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE GENERAL COUNCIL. 
Abstract of the General Council Proceedings, 1897. 


The Twenty-Sixth Convention was held in St. John’s 


German Church, Erie, Pa., October 14-20, 1897. It was 
remarkable for the unanimity of sentiment and the impor- 
tance of the measures resolved upon. 

I. Official visitors were present from the General Synod; 
the United N orwegian Church, and the United Danish 
Church. 

“The German Lutheran Synod of Min- 
nesota and the Northwest Territories,’’ organized July 22, 
1897, by congregations of the Canada Synod, was received. 
Thus augmented, the Council embraces 9 Synods, with 
1176 ministers, 2003 congregations, and 339,876 communi- 
cants. | 
III. The ‘‘Fundamental Principles of Faith’’ of the 
General Council formed the basis of the doctrinal discus- 
sion. 

IV. The Board of Foreign Missions reported faithful 
and efficient work in the field in India, and the — of 
$33,000 in America in the past two years. 

Resolved 1. That in view of the demands of the Foreign Mission 


Work in India, the General Council determine to raise $50,000 a year 
for the next two years. 

2. That the District Synods be solemnly urged by the Genera} 
Council to impress upon their pastors the absolute necessity of such a 
voluntary offering for this cause, as will in the aggregate make up this 
amount, and’that the Presidents of the Synods be instructed to lay this 
matter before their respective Synods. — 

3. That in the estimation of the General Council, the Foreign Mis- 
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sion Board should require that the entire time of one or more persons be 
devoted to further the interests of this cause among the congregations. 


V. The Committee on Sunday School Work reported 
the eminent success of the Scripture Lesson Quarterlies and 
was instructed to complete the (seven year) series of text | 
books at the rate of a volume a year. ‘‘Bible Story”’ is 
the first grade. A German sub-committee was elected to 
reproduce in German the work of the English committee. 

Resolved, That the Committee be authorized to confer with similar 


- Committees of other Lutheran Bodies which may be desirous of substi- 


tuting a series of Lutheran Lessons for other systems, if deemed advis- 
able, and that the results of such conferences, if any, be reported at the — 
next meeting of the General Council for action by this body. 


VI. The Board of Publication reported the most event- | 
ful biennium in its history. _Mr. C. B. Opp was appointed 
Business Manager. 17,000 Church Books (English), 
13,000 in German, 9,800 Sunday School Books in English, 
and 13,000 in German were printed. This, and the issuing 
of the new lesson literature, have built up an extensive 
business, amounting to $33,200. The gains were $9,576, 
of which $5,000 were transferred to the Home and vianicied: 


Mission treasuries. 


VII. The Lutheran, The Workman and The Litera Church 
Messenger ry were consolidated under the name, 7he Lutheran, — 
which the General Council now issues as a $2.00 weekly 
paper.

X. Concerning Jewish Mission Work it was resolved : 


I. That the General Council recognizes the fact that the time has 
come to do earnest evangelistic work among the Israelites of our land. 

II. That the General Council recognizes the good work done by the 
Jewish Mission in Chicago, and recommends that the different Synods 
urge their pastors to preach on this important subject in all their 
churches, commend it to the prayers of their people, and take up offer- 
ings for the Chicago Mission. | 

XI. The Committee on Contemeeds with the General 
Synod and other Bodies, reported that a conference had 
_ been held at Washington, April, 1896, at which the addi- 

tional provisions proposed by the General Council (Min. 
1895, pp. 16-18) were approved. The General Synod and, 
quite recently, the United Synod of the South, have adopt- 
ed these provisions. They provide: : 

(a.) That, where any General Body have congrega- 
tions, whatever be the language, the establishment of a 
congregation of another General Body within the territory 
be not undertaken, unless the Board of Missions of the 
Body occupying the territory, and the officers of the Synod 
in the field, be first consulted. . 

(6.) That aCommittee of Arbitration, representing the 
Bodies that enter into the compact, be constituted, 
shall consider all cases where agreement have not been 
otherwise obtained, and whose decision shall be final. The 
- committee is fixed at not more than three members of each 
General Body, and in this committee each General Body 
shall have one vote, the decision to be published as soon as 
adopted. 


XII. The proposition for holding a General Continbatin. : 


unanimously approved by the Joint Committee, and later by 
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the General Synod, but practical difficulties made it impos- 
sible.

XV. The Home Mission Work of the Central Council 
in all languages reaches 354 missions, of which the English 
Board supervises 22. The centralization of all the English 
work in the Council’s Board is disapproved by two of the 
largest Synods. A distressing deficit cripples the mission 
work and prevents the assumption of new work. But for 
the co-operation of the Mission Societies, Sunday Schools, 
and other organizations, the work could not have been car- 
Tied on. Such schools and societies as have failed to co- 
operate are urged to ‘‘lend a hand.”’ Of the $20,000 needed | 
each year the sum of $500 was apportioned to the Synod of 
_ the Northwest, with the request to reapportion it to the sev- 

eral congregations and ufge its complete and speedy pay- 

ment. The Sunday nearest Reformation Day is set as the 
_ day for special offerings for English Home Missions by 
Sunday Schools and congregations. Our request for repre- 
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sentation on the Board was met by the election of Mr. Ju- 
lius A. Bohn. 
XVI. A petition with reference to 5 English work, espec- 


ially among the colored Lutherans in the Danish West In- 
dies, was met by ordering correspondence with the Danish 


authorities and the English speaking - ‘Lutherans on the 
Islands. 
XVII. An stant Organists’ Convocation was provided 
for, a step of the highest significance and importance.
